matters exercising Parliament 
at this session~are the flag, the 
national pension plan and the legi- 
slation~ for’ amending-the- constitu- 
tion. All three have in common the 
facts that, once decided, they will 
affect the country for many years 
to come; that they should be de- 
cided in an atmosphere divorced 
“from partisan politics, and that they 
‘have not so far enjoyed such an 
atmosphere. 

.The flag issue stirs very deep 
felings in many Canadians and 
thereby takes on ‘an importance 
with which it might not otherwise 
be charged. The pension plan, de- 
signed to guarantee old-age finan- 
cial security for almost all- the popu- 
Jation,. and establishing an’ irrre- 
vocable system-.of_costs, payments 
and funds which will profoundly 
affect the Canadian economy, ob- 
‘Viously is one of the most important 
measures which Parliament has con- 
sidered. And the constitution, simi- 
larly, will by. its cofitents and the 
means provided for their amend- 
ment, .chart the course of Confed- 
eration for generations to come. 

The flag question appears to be 
on the way to settlement, and while 
there cannot be public unanimity 
on any choice, time and continuing 
familiarity will no doubt erase criti- 
cisms which are active in these first 
days of change. It is otherwise, how- 
ever, with the pension plan and the 
constitution. For these will concern 
the country’s economic and political 
future far more than the design of 
a national emblem: mistakes made 
now and installed in the fabric of 
either must inevitably have. their 
repercussions in. davs to come. And 
the effects of any such errors could 
be devastating. 

This is why the federal govern- 
ment should approach these two 
great issues with caution and a 
determination to-overiook no means 
that Will result in the best possible 
legislation, There is no need to 
hurry such law-making if haste will 
nullify or detract from wisdom: 
there should be no fear of loss of 
prestige if worthy suggestions from 
non-government: sources are incor-

this connection the opposition par- 
ties should approach the task with 
a full recogitition of its lasting -im- 
portance and with no inclination to 
take the easy way and make par-

The examination of the pension 
plan now under way by Parliament 
should- have the-benefit of all_the 
expert advice available, so “that the 
program will be the best possible 
from “every standpoint — the bene- 
fits, the burden of contributory pay- 
ments,- the. social implications and 
the effects of the vast sums of capi= 
tal which will be accumulated. This 
can be no smaii task and it certainly 
is no small responsibility. 

The constitutional issue should 
be given equally careful scrutiny, 
for involved in the amending pro- 
visions is the vita] and historic Cana- 
dian problem of a proper balance of - 
powers and responsibilities between 
the central, federal government on 
the one hand and the decentralizing 
influences of the ten provincial au- 
thorities. on the other. Canada 
needs a wise biending of both. 

In a country so large and di- 
verse, adequate power must reside 
in the provinces to deal with their 


regional problems in’ ways best'< 


Suited to their peculiar circumstan- 
ces. But by the same token, there 
must be. an adequate centra] goy- 
ernment to pull these diverse inter- 
ests into a federal unity, otherwise 
we cannot exist as a nation. 

One important feature of the 
currently proposed constitutional! 
legislation would make it possible 
for the federal government to dele- 
gate certain of its powers to provin- 
cial authorities, and vice versa, with- 
out resort to parliamentary amend- 
ment or tothe courts._It- jis not _ 
difficult to see where this could lead 
if a few strong provincial govern- 
ments were to combine to force Ot- 
tawa’s hand. Confederation could 
be seriously impaired, perhaps even 
destroyed, were the means to such 
destruction incorporated in the. con- 


foreseen and unforeseen develop- 
ments in the future by ensuring that 
powers essential to the maintenance 
of nationhood shall not be whittled 
or denied. :

relief that nearly.1,500 of the 
white persons held by Congo rebel 
forces have been rescued by the 
armed intervention of Belgian para- 
troopers and a column of mercenary 
troops. Several hundred other fos- 
tages are being sought in the jungles 
near Stanleyville, including a num- 
ber of Canadians. 

There seems little doubt that 
this military. operation was neces- 
sary. Law enforcement had broken 
down in. the Stanleyville area,-and 
the rebel leadership inspired no con- 
fidence that it was disposed, or able. 
to guarantee the lives of the hos- 
tages. This was a state of jungle 
law: and required desperate meas- 
ures if the lives were to be saved. 
The military operation was carried 
out with the agreement of Congo- 
lese Premier Tshombe and his gov- 
ernment. 

The latter point completely re. 
futes the Soviet charge that the 
move constituted a “new gross act 
of armed intervention in the inter- 
nal affairs of The Congo.” The Ruse 
sians claim that the foreign troops 
were employed merely to crush the 
“national liberation movement” of 


the rebels. That may be accepted 
by the Soviet people, who were not 
told by their news agencies of the 
murder of many of the white hos- 
tages. But it can have no foreign 
recognition except as propaganda of 
the most twisted kind. 

The senseless nature of the 
whole situation, for foreigners, is 
that the victims-of the rebels’ harsh- 
ness are almost entirely local resi- 
dents of long standing engaged in 
the commerce of the city; or mis- 
sionaries, teachers and medical 
people whose only purpose over the 
years has been to help the unfortu- 
nate people of the jungle tribes, 

The problems of The Congo will 
still be far from settled, evén when 
the current uprising has been over- 
come, The country, and the world, 
have been given a terrible detion- 
Stration over the past few years of 
the ehaos that can result from the 
sudden acquisition of political inde- 
pendence without the education nec- 
essary to operate it. That, of course, 
is no argument against independence 
for underdeveloped countries; it is 
an argument in favor of preparing 
such peoples to benefit from their 
freedom.
